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1. On 22 November 1950 the following units of the 24th Air Army were confirmed 
at their previous locations: 


One fighter regincnt each at Alt-Lénnewitz, Ovanienburg, Neubrandenburg, 
zerbst, and Peenemtinde, and two at Finow. 


One ground-attaek reginent each at SchSnvalde and Jiterboz. 
One transport resiment at Altenburg. 


2. Elements of the reconnaissance ‘egiment hitherto stationed at Stendal were 
observed in the Dessau-Kithen area on 22 November. 


3. There was only small-scale activity on 23 November, The following units were 
observeds . 


A fighter division headquarters at Peenomtinds. 

One fighter reginent at Neubrandenburg. 

One bonber recimant at Dresden-Klotzsche or Finsterwalde. 
4. The following units were identified on 24 Novembers 


One fighter regiment each at Alt-Linnewitz, Brandenbur7z, Grossenhain, 
'Finow, Oranienburg, Peenemlinde, and Neub-andenburg. —— 
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Two fiphter recinents in Zerbst. 


One reconnaissance regiment at Schinwalde. 
One transport unit at Altenburg. 
One reginent of unknown tyre at Kolberg (Polish-administered area). 


5. On 25 llovember the following units were observed, enraged in flying and other 


training activities: 
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One fiphtor regiment each at Alt-Lannewitz, Neubrandenburg, and Dessau. 
Fighter division headquarters at Peanenmtinde. 
Two ground-attack reciments at D&berite. 


One bomber regiment at Finster-alde, and one (not previously observed) 
at Jiterbog. 


There was little flying on Sunday, 26 Novenber. The only units observed vere 
a fighter regiment at Neubrandenburg and the fighter division headquarters at 
Peenomlinde. 


in Austria on 24 November 1950, one air regiment was observed southeast of 
Vienna, and one in the Hollabrunn ATC. 


Two regiments held a combat exercise on 24 November in the area southeast of 
Sopron, Hungary; and one reviment wan observed in the Miskole area. On the 
next say an air reviment was observed east of Sopron. 


On 25 November one air regiment, of unidentified type, was observed in the 


area west of Ivov (USSR). 
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
